2. Claims 1 -29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claims 1 and 20 are allowed based upon the limitations involving the addressing of a 
dependency between at least two failed diagnostic procedures by changing an internal order 
between them. When read within the remainder of the limitations of the respective claims, 
claims 1 and 20 are allowed. Claims 2-19 and 21-27 are allowed based upon their respective 
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dependence to claims 1 and 20. The basis for the Examiner's interpretation of claims 1 arid 20 
regarding the relationship between dependency and ordering of diagnostic procedures can be 
found on page 19 lines 8-10, page 19 line 24 through page 20 line 4, page 21 in lines 8-10, and 
page 22 lines 19-20 of the Applicant's Specification. 

5. Claim 28 is allowed based upon the inclusion of the limitations involving a correlation 
probability between diagnostic procedures to decide a relative order, where the correlation 
probability is at least a threshold value. When read within the remainder of the limitations of the 
claim, claim 28 is allowed over the prior art. Claim 29 is allowed based upon its dependency to 
claim 28.
